ERMY CO-WORKERS KEEP THE 
EASON OF SICKNESS IN FULL SWING- 
S IT OK TO JUST STAY HOME?

Julie Ciaramella caught a cold in the middle of summer and dragged 
herself into work. 

Her boss told her she looked miserable and said she should go 
home and get better. Her response: “But I still have work to do.” 

That’s because Ciaramella, 27, a social media manager who lives 
in Lincoln Square, has a tough-it-out attitude, like the 80 percent of 
office workers in a recent Staples poll who admit to coming to work 
even when they know they are sick. That’s 20 percent more than the 
last time the annual flu-season survey was taken a year prior. 

Already, the flu and colds are spreading through many Chicago cu- 
bicles. The workers who fight it can be spotted sniffling and coughing 
at their desks while others call in, use a sick day if they have one and 
stay home. 

Employees who come into the office feel they are responsible for 
getting all their work done, said Tom Gimbel, CEO and president of 
LaSalle Network, a staffing and recruiting firm in Chicago. 


“People feel pressure,” he said. “It has less to do about wor- 
rying about their jobs and getting fired or downsized and more 
about, ‘I want to do my job well,’ ” he said. 

In past jobs, Gimbel hated being sick at home. “I felt worth- 
less. I felt I wasn’t contributing ... I was bored. To me, it was a 
last resort,” he said. 

Michael Harrington, 29, of Boys town, doesn’t want to get 
behind in his work. “I don’t like having to play catch-up,” said 
the intern at the Delta Institute, an environmental organiza- 
tion. 

A few years ago, he woke up feeling crappy went into work 
with the flu and was sent home. He tried to protest. “I didn’t 
want to be looked at as being a slacker for not showing up even 
though I was sick,” Harrington said. 

He stays home only if he has a gastrointestinal issue, a head- 
ache that doesn’t let him concentrate, is in pain or feels faint. 
And he went in last month when he had a cold. 
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are sick,” she said. 

But Johnson doesn’t call in sick too often. 

She doesn’t want it to seem excessive. 

What’s problematic is that as soon as compas- 
sionate bosses tell employees not to come in sick, 
there’s a possibility workers will take advantage 
of that, just as some abuse the casual Friday dress 
code, Gimbel said. 

He encourages his employees to sleep in and try 
to come in later if possible. 

A good rule of thumb for taking a sick day, ac- 
cording to Gimbel, is, “If you’re going to be healthy 
enough to go out at night and that weekend, then 
you’re healthy enough to come in to work.” 

Some workers who come in not feeling their best 
take pride at refusing to skip work, he said. “It’s 
like playing a sport when you’re injured. You look

tougher and you look like a hero 
when you do these things,” he said. 

It’s not fun for Ciaramella to go into work sick, 
but she did when she worked retail while in grad 
school. She didn’t get any paid sick days. Now, she 
says, her boss encourages her to stay home from 
work and use a paid sick day when necessary 

“If I wake up and I feel absolutely awful and I 
can’t imagine sitting at my desk for eight hours, 
that’s when I would decide to call in sick,” she said. 
“If I would wake up and maybe just have a cough, I 
think I would try to go into work.” 

Ciaramella said she’s trying to ease up on her 
“tough it out” mentality. 

“The next time I do get sick, I need to re- 
mind myself not to go into work and infect other

“Lately everyone is sick anyway so I don’t know 
if it makes that big of a difference,” Harrington 
said. 

But self-proclaimed germophobe Lieryn John- 
son, 22, wishes people would stay home when 
they’re sick. 

“If you are on the verge of being sick, potentially 
you could be spreading those germs around. That’s 
obviously not good for the office,” said Johnson, 
an administrative assistant for an architecture and 
construction firm in the West Loop. 

She regularly wipes down her phone and uses 
hand sanitizer at her desk to ward off illness. She 
takes a sick day when she feels like she won’t be 
able to do her job. 

“I don’t want to be the one responsible for 
spreading the germs, and a week after five people

Junior welterweight boxer Peter Heliotes came 
to Chicago recently to fight, and he didn’t have 
long to wait.

A 24-year-old man who was with his girlfriend 
blocked the robber’s path and forced him onto 
the street.

Testimony details massacre 


D CENTENNIAL, Colo. James Holmes 
heard a policeman in court on Monday 
describe following a trail of blood to a suburban 
Denver movie theater, finding a man in full 
body armor wearing a gas mask and helmet and 
ordering the former graduate student to freeze 
and surrender. 

Holmes, 25, accused of fatally shooting a 
dozen people in a Colorado cinema in July 
“immediately put his hands up” and “seemed 
very detached from it all,” said Officer Jason 
Oviatt, the first witness called by prosecutors 
in a hearing about the killings. 

Oviatt said the suspect offered no resistance 
as he was handcuffed and taken into custody 
A second officer, Aaron Blue, recalled 
arriving on the scene to find “a lot of people 


coming out of the theater screaming,” and 
testified that he and his partner transported 
one woman to the hospital as he sat in the back 
seat cradling her wounded head. She later died. 

The officers’ testimony made a dramatic 
start to lengthy proceedings in which 
prosecutors are seeking to convince a judge 
they have enough evidence to put Holmes on 
trial. 

The one-time University of Colorado 
doctoral student of neuroscience is charged 
with multiple counts of first-degree murder 
and attempted murder stemming from a 
rampage that killed 12 people and wounded 
58 others during a midnight screening of the 
new Batman film, “The Dark Knight Rises,” in 
Aurora, Colo. 


THE DEFENDANT 

Holmes, shackled and wearing a crimson 
jumpsuit, sat impassively at the defense 
table, showing no visible emotion or reac- 
tion to the testimony. Gone was the dyed red 
hair that the California native sported when 
he was taken into custody. His natural dark 
brown hair since has grown back, and he ap- 
peared in court, as he has in recent weeks, 
with a full beard. 


The preliminary hearing in the case is 
expected to last a week and offer the public 
its first detailed account of the investigation 
into one of the most chilling and deadly mass 
shootings in U.S. history

Obama makes noms 
for defense, CIA 


D WASHINGTON President Obama on 
Monday nominated Republican former 
Sen. Chuck Hagel as his next defense secretary 
and counterterrorism adviser John Brennan to 
head the CIA, potentially setting up a Senate 
confirmation battle on two fronts and estab- 
lishing a tough tone to start his second term. 

Mindful of the concerns about both Hagel 
and Brennan on Capitol Hill, Obama spoke 
at length about each in a White House cer- 
emony then turned over the microphone to 
outgoing Defense Secretary Leon Panetta and 
acting CIA Director Mike Morell to provide 
testimonials about their chosen replacements. 

Obama urged the Senate to move quickly 
in confirming Hagel, a military veteran who 
served in Vietnam, and Brennan, who spent 
25 years at the CIA. 

“I hope that the Senate will act on these 
confirmations promptly When it comes to 
national security we don’t like to leave a lot 
of gaps between the time that one set of lead- 
ers transitions out and another transitions in. 
So we need to get moving quickly on this,” 
Obama said.

Specific information regarding Derrick 
Rose’s rehabilitation from surgery on his left 
knee has been scarce.
